Russia Stole 
All Important 
Atom Secrets 


By JOSEPH L. MYLER 


WASHINGTON, (UP) — The ot- 


iicial facts leave no doubt 
that 


Russia stole practically every im- 
portant A-bomb and H-bomb "sec- 
ret" developed by the U. S. ato- 
mic project of World War II. 


The House-Senate Atomic Energy 


committee says Soviet espionage 
advanced the Russian atomic pro- 
gram "by 18 months at a mini- 
mum." 


The period of most intense spy- 


ing for Russia waas 1943 to mid- 
1946. According to the coneressibn- 
al committee, there has been no 
successful penetration of the U. S. 
project 
since mid-1946. 


By now, however, the Soviet pro- 


grarn\has reached a stage where 
Russians own scientists and engi- 
neers, .aided by renegade foreign- 
ers,, can sustain it and carry it for-

He says he'd rather have a few 


strengthening changes in present 
laws. 
The government already is work- 
ing against the Communists in sev* 
<?ral ways, mainly: (1) the Smith 
Act, 
passed 
in 1940 (2) the 


tcrnal Security Act passed in 1050 
<3) the government employes' se- 
curity program, and (4) deporta- 
tion.

If the party should bo outlawed 


tomorrow the first p roblcm facing 
the government would b cthe con- 
stitutional one: Did Congress have 
the right under the Constitution to 
outlaw the party? Gating the an- 
EWer would bo long drawnout. 


Meanwhile, pending the outcome 


of a test case going all the way 
up to the Supreme Court, the gov- 
ernment, wouldn't tiy any other 
Communists, using up time and 
money that would be wasted 
if 


the Supreme Court said the lav/ 
was unconstitutional. 


If the court upheld the law,then 


th e government' could begin whole- 
sale prosecution of other Commu 
nisls but that would probably not 
be for at least two years after 
the passage ot the law. 


But the government is making 


mincemeat of the Communist lead- 
ership with its present machin- 
ery. 


For example, the Smith Act of 


1040: 


Under this act it is unlawful to 


teach conspiracy i to overthrow ihe 
government forcibly. In 1049 the 
government nailod the 11 top Com- 
munist leaders in the country en 
that charge. 


They were convicted in October 


1949 aftej.- a nine-month trial. They 
appealed, were turned down by the 
U. S. Court of Appeals, and -ap> 
pealed 
to the 
Supreme Court, 


which upheld their conviction on 
'Juno" 4, 1951. 


The government could have pros- 


ecuted other party leaders i nthe 
meantime but first it wanted to 
sec whether the Supreme Court 
thought their, trial under the. Smith 
Act was constitutional. 


It did, but more than two years 


were used up between the time the 
11 were brought to court and the 
time the high court gave its opin- 
ion. Orice that was done, the gov- 
ernment brought batch -after batch 
of lesser Communist 
officials to 


trial. 


Brownell said 105 leaders have 


been indicted under the Smith Acl 
since 1948 and. 67, have been con- 
victed so far.
